A few of 
the. companies adopted the progressive plan, 
which provided for a gradual increase in the 
cost of ineurance as the policy holder grew 
older. 

In the Infancy of the fraternal insurance 
| compantes the arbitrary fixed rate furnished 
sufficient to meet alldeath claims. No 
old men were admitted, consequently deaths 
were infrequent, and there was always a

with the meeting of the plentpotentiaries. 
Even to this day in peace negotiations with 
most of the Asiatic and African states it is 
the custom of white nations to demand hos- 
tages from them for the safety of the nego- 
tiators, and on one occasion when Russia 
neglected to adopt this precaution its pleni- 
potentiary was held as a prisoner by the 
Turks and treated with such cruelty by 
them that he ended by putting his name to 
a treaty of peace extremely unfavorable 
to his master, the czar. It may be remem- 
bered in this connection that throughout all 
the time that Sir Louis Dane and his mis- 
sion were at Cabul last winter negotiating 
the new treaty of peace with the ameer of 
Afghanistan the latter’s young son was 
quite fortuitously, it is said, a guest of Lord 
Curzon and of the Indian goovernment at 
Calcutta.

CHAIRMAN SHONTS' CANAL POLICY 
WILL DEPEND ON VISIT TO ISTHMUS) 


on Some of Engineering Problems. but 


Opinion That 
By RICHARD 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—[Special.}—. 
Having had a long talk with Mr. Shonts, the 
head of the Panama canal commission, just 
before he went to Oyster Bay to see the 
president, I think I can predict with reason- 
able confidence that the result of his observa- 
tions on the isthmus, when compressed into a 
report, Will interest the country deeply. 

I found him a man with an open mind. He 
seemed to have no dogmatic opinions about 
things, but on the contrary impressed me as a 
man who intended to see for himself and 
‘reach independent conclusions. 

Thid’ will be hie fret visit to the canal 
Strip. and, although I happen to know that 
Gov. Magoon has kept him fully informed 
touching the social, political, and sanitary 
conditions, he is thus far in a wholly recep- 
tive mood as concerns the engineering prob- 
lem. A man of action himself, and experi- 
enced in the realm of practical achievement, 
he thoroughly understands the difference be- 
tween: figuring out results on paper and 
physically overcoming the difficulties that 
cannot be reduced to words or diagrams. 
It is the old story of the lever which will 
accomplish great things with a certain force 
it somebody will only provide the fulcrum. 


— 
Looks to Sanitary Conditions. 

Mr. Shonts proposes to look into the matter 
of establishing the fulcrum before he lends - 
himself to roseate prophecy about the lever. 
As is already known, he realizes the impos- 
sibility of success without a sufficient force 
of common laborers, well fed, healthy, and 
contented, and he has publicly declared that 
he intends giving his first attention to this 
detail. If after a careful examination he 
finds that he cannot keep on hand a suf- 
ficient force, and keep them in such physical 
condition as to prosecute the enterprise to 
advantage, I fully believe that he will recom- 


mend an experiment in some other direction. 


He has given some thought to the Nicara- 
gua alternative, and knows by. this time 
that while the route js much longer it pre- 
sents many advantages, especially in respect 
of hygienic conditions. Anybody can work 
in the open air on the Nicaragua uplands.
